SECRECY. 
AN ESSENTIAL CONDITION TO THE SUCCESS OF 
THE REVOLUTIONARY PROGRAMME. 
Bnécial Diapaich ta The Trioune. 
‘Wasninoton, D. G., May 20.—The Republic- 
an members of the Potter Committee were ad- 
mitted to its deliberations to-day. For two or 
three days past the Democratic members have 
been in informal consultation in regard to the 
course to de pursued, and this afternoon Potter 
summoned a full meeting of the Committee. 
The meeting to-day, so far as it went, was for 


the purpose of recording a decision 
which the Democrats have reached in 
regard to several subjects. From all that 


cin be gathered among the Democrats, it 


appears that upon examining the essential testi- 


mony which,in detached portions, has been 
used from time to time throughout the session 
for the purpose of forcing an investigation of 
Electoral matters, it nas been found to fall short 
of whet the public will deem a proper basis for 
so grave a proceeding as this investigation. It 
is known that some members on the Demo- 
cratic side regard the evidence which 
they were promised should prove of a 
character to startle the country little less 
than worthiess, for two reasons: First, its in- 
competence, and, second, the utter unreliable 
character of the men upon whose testimony 
the statements rest. A prominent Democrat 
to-day characterized the mass of this material 
as a collection of 

STATEMENTS OF LOW-PRICED DETECTIVES, 
and that the danger to Democrats was that none 
of them could be depended upon to swear to the 
statements thev had already made, and all of 
them, if their character should become known, 
would disgust the public, and their known want 
of character would react severely upon the De- 
mocracy. It is true that the very men who 
have becn prominent in forcing this investiga- 
tion are now equally active in compelling the 
Democratic members to conduct the investiga- 
tion in secret, and their main anxiety appears 
to be to conceal their lack of solid evidence 
upon which to base such an investigation 
as has been ordered. Upon meeting to- 
day the strictest injunction of secrecy 
was placed upon all proceedings, and 
the Republican members seemed to have 
acquiesced in this injunction,. for the counsel 
in behalf of Secretary Sherman was the subject 
of heated discussion, and the request is under- 
stood to have been refused. Democrats who 
appear to be in confidence of the Committee are 
authority for the statement that it was also 
virtually decided to 

HOLD THE INVESTIGATION IN SECRET. 

The purpose of this is very well understood to 
be a conviction on the part of the managers that 
to expose their witnesses or the characters 
of their testimony to the knowledge of the 
press would utterly destroy the proceedings in 
the mind of the public, since most of the wit- 
nesses are men who have heretofore been 
thoroughly discredited either by the Demo- 
cratic committees of investigation whicb sat in 
Louisana and Florida. or by the 
previous testimony of the witnesses them- 
selves, whose testimony is exactly contrary to 
what they are now expected to swear. Even 
the Chairman of the Committee himself 1s un- 
derstood to hold that the investigation could 
not stand the free criticism of the Republican 
press, and that this was understood to be the 
chief objection among tbe Democrats to hold- 
ing open sessions. It is understood that it was 
furtner decided to-day to send a sub- committee 
to Louisiana, of which McMahon, of Ohio, un- 
less he shall refuse to do so, will be 
Chairman, and to send a committee to Florida, 
of which Potter himself may be Chairman. In 
case Potter should go to Florida Morrison, of 
Idols, would probably remain as Chairman of 
the small portion of the Committee left nere, 
atid it is not expected that any general inves- 
tigation will take place for the present in 
Washington. The intention appears to be to 
bave these sub-committees 

SIT WITH CLOSED DOORS 
in the South, and it is the hope of Democrats 
that in this way they could be enabled to kecp 
from the public the character of the witnesses 
and bring back their perjurers, forgerers, and 
manufactured Democrats to Washington, where 
it would be impossible for the press to ascertain 
and expose their real character until 
they have created their first impres- 
sion upon the country. Every indication 
which can be obtained poiuts to the Committee 
pursuing some hbigh-banded measures which 
were adopted in forcing the resolution for inves- 
tigation upon the House. It is understood that 
the Potter letter was written for the purpose of 
attempting to quiet the general apprehension of 
the country, was submitted: to the Democratic 
members of his Committee before being 
published, and reccivéd their approval. In 


| spite, however, of this declaration, every move- 


ment on the part of his Committee contradicts 
the position which he assumed, and points to a 
most unfair investigation, and one in which no 
means wili be contidered im proper to use which 
tend to bring about the results aimed at,—which 
is tocollect alot of manulactured testimouy 


with which to assail thé title of the President. 
THE COMMITTEE SESS10N. 
To the Western Assoctated Press, 
Wasuinetos, D. C., May 29.—The Potter 
Committee held a long session this afternoon. 


They discussed the question as to the scope of 
the inves n, the Democrats wishing to 


vonfine it to Florida and Louisiana, and the Re- 


pubdlicaus desiring to include Oregon. The sub- 
ject of the appointment of sub-committees 


was also considered, aud desired by the 
maiority. Some of the members whose 
names were mentioned tm that connection said 
they were indisposed to go South ov such busi- 
vess, as they feared the elimatic influences dur- 
ing the summer. Gen. Butler was among the 
number. It was that Secretary 
Sherman and several others could be examined 
as witaesses in this city, while the sub- commit- 
tees could more conveniéntly and cconomically 
take testimouy in Florida aud Louisiana. 

The subject of closed or open doors during 
the investigation was also discussed, but, 
according to the ‘statement of Chairman 
Potter, nothing was determined. The mem- 
bers would give no particulars of the proceed- 
ings, saying tney were pledged to secrecy, and 
the Committee adjourned till Friday.

DISINTEGRATION, 
SIGNS OF IT IN TUE DEMOCKATIC RANKS.

Wasuineton, D. C., May 20.—The disia- 
tegration of the Democratic party has begun; 
the caucus is no longer omnipotent. The bolt 
on the political issues of the investization 
resolution, which is lead by Alexander H. 
Stephens, and Mills of Texas, was followed by 
a bolt from the Democratic caucus of last 
uicht on the adjournment question. Fernando 
Wood to-day was utterly routed at every step 
in attempting to enforce the caucus decision. 
The moment the contest began it became evi- 
dent that fifteen Democrats would not yield to 
caucus dictation. They adhered to their de- 
termination until Wood, leader of the caucus, 
was defeated. Then a compromise was cifected, 
and the House amended the Senate adjournment. 
resolution by extending the time of final 
adjournment to June 17. It was generally con- 
ceded ; that final adjournment on»June 10 was 
impossible, but the Republicans voted to concur 
in the Senate resolution in the hope that the 
Republicans in the Senate might ultimateiyv be 
given the controling voice in fixing the final 
dute. The following Dcmocrats voted in the 
negative: Aiken, Bell, Bland, Bouck, Buckner, 
Cutler, Fuller, Hardenbergh, Landers, Morgan, 
Morse, Pridemore, Rea, and Willis (New York).

AUSTRIA. | 
SCHOUVALOFF AND SALISBORY. 

Lonpon, May 20.—It is stated that Count 
Schouvaloff had a long interview with Lord 
Salisbury yesterday, at which he submitted 
Russia's answer to the points raised by England 
touching the Cougress, and the final under- 
standing reached during last week’s negotia- 
tions. The only unpleasant feature of the 
morning’s news isin the direction of Austria, 
for, although Count Andrassy had been all 
along persistently in favor ofa European set- 
tlement in the Congress, his utterances now 
and the Austrian preparations are creating un- 
easiness. 

STILL INCREDULOUS. 

The St. Petersburg unoflicial press fs still in- 
credulous about peace, and points out that 
while Austria and Russia were making nego- 
tiations to that end England brought troops 
from India. Now Engiand accepts the Con- 
gress, and Austria is ‘making demonstrations 
threatening to Russia. These feelings are not 
entirely upwarrapted even if judged by some 
of the points of Count Andrassay’s speech to 
the delegations yesterday. He said that certain 
military preparations were necessary, because 
even if the Congress led toa European under- 
standing complications might afterwards arise 
imperiling Austria's own particular interests.

LOOK THE FACTS IN THE FACE. 

As to the actual employment of the 60,000,000 
credit already voted, Count Andrassy’s explana- 
tion was extremely meagre, but from other 
sources it is gathered that fa fourth army corps 
is concentrating. in Galicia, Eastern Transyl- 
vapvia, and Dglmatia. Ironclad squadrons have 
been order to the coasts of Albania and 
Macedonia. <The military occupation of the line 
of the Orsova Railway is in progress, and the 
occupation and fortification of the Carpathian 
passes are accomplished facts. Great activity 
prevails on the Dalmatian frontier. Gen. 
Roaick has gont to Marcarcea to inspect the 
strategical points on the road leading into Her- 
zegovina. Count Andrassy unduubtediy re- 
gards the separate Anglo-Russian negotiations 
with uneasiness.

PASS UPON AUSTRIA’S INTERESTS. 

The Russian semi-official press has not here- 
tofore taken notice of Austria's une isiness, ex- 
cept that the Agence Nusse and Journai de St. 
l’etersburg stated that the Powers had agreed to 
the occupation of Adakaleh, and that no infer- 
ence might be drawn from this fact in the direc- 
tion of the Austrian occupation of Bosnia, 
which is regarded as a strong hint that Russia 
would pot sanction the latter movement. 

Berlin journale, however, are full of sarcastic 
criticism of Austria’s position. They say that 
the occupation of Adakaleh is all that Austria 
could do to remind Russia of her claims, while 
the Russo-Engligh agreement was perfecting 
for protection of Russian and English interests. 
Austria, therefore, seems unable longer to 
effectually taxe care of her own and German in- 
terests in the East. 

The semi-oflicial Vorth German Gazette does 
not adopt this toue. On the contrary, it advo- 
cates the formation of independent principali- 
ties out of Turkey’s European provinces, under 
adirect Austrian protectorate. The relations 
of the North German Gazetie with Prince Bis- 
mark causes attention to be drawn to this sug- 


gestion. 
ANDRASSY AGAIN SPEAKS. 


ViEnNA, May 29.—Count Andrassy, recapit u- 
lating to the Austrian delegation to-day the 
points of the treaty which had been brought to 
the. notice of Russia and the Powers as chiefly 
affecting Austrian interests, said as regarded 
the exiension of Bulgaria, that the develop- 
ment of the Christian people in the 
Kast was not prejudicial to Austria or 
Europe; but. the establishment of a State 
destitute of the conditions of peaceful 
existence, and which might oppress other na- 
tionalities, was quite another thing. Turkey 
should be preserved in what remained to her 
after the settlement. The two years’ occupa- 
tion of Bulgaria was too long, and the extension 
of Servia and Montenegro should be so arrang- 
ed as not to interfere with Austria's natural 
communications with the Kast. 


THE COMING CONGRESS. 
PROMISING. 

Sr. Petgerssuge, May 20.—The semi-oflicial 
Journal de St. Petersboury expresses satisfac- 
tion at the progress made towards the assem- 
bling of the Congress, and the establishment 
ofan understanding, and adds, Although in 
view of the existence of the war party in Con- 
stantinople, Pesth, aud London, some reserve 
is still necessary, yet every day tends to pro- 
mote peaceful settlement.“ 

AUSTRIA’S COURSE. 

Lonpoy, May 20.— The peace feeling is not 
quite so buoyant as yesterday. The uneasiness 
is caused by an apparent change in the attitude 
of Austria. While Engiand agrees to the Con- 
gress, Austria is making demonstrations un- 
favorable to Russia. No doubt is felt, however, 
that the Congress will mect.

THE RUSSIAN AGENTS. 
ANOTHER SHIP BOUGHT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

PHILADBLPHIA, May 29.—The rendezvous of 
Russian naval officers at this place at such an

THE RELATIVE POWER OF THE NORTH AND 
_ SOUTH. 

“There is another point,” said the General, 
“that these historians omit. It is suid that we 
overwhelmed the South. In foreign journals 
and foreign assemblics it is put this way, that 
we overran the South with the scum of the 
world—with hireliugs and Hessians. No one 
would do more Honor to the foreigners who 
came into our ranks than myself. Ther were 
brave men and earned our gratitude. But so 
far from our armies being foreign, I question if 
more than tree per cent were dens. Yer I 
have vo doubt many well-informed authors will 


tell you that there were only 3 per cent Ameri- 


vans. This is the way public opinion was made 
during the War, and this is the way history is 
made now. We never overwhelmed the South, 
and I am only sorry we could not have done so 
and ended the War aad its miseries. What we 
won from the South we won by hard fighting, and 
the odds, when there were odds, were 
never decisive. We had to fight the 
Southern States. They were a unit and 
we were divided. Every able-bodied male 
in the South from 14 to 60 was in the army, or 
was supposed to bethere. We had to depend 
upon volunteers and the conscription. The 
South had 4,000,000 of negroes. The negroes kept 
the farms, protected the families, supported the 
armies, and were really a reserve force, a most 
important reserve force in a lighting nation. 
Those 4,000,000 of negroes did a work that white 
men would have beeu compelled to do. Yet 
they are never counted iu any summary of the 
torces of the South. They aretorgotten us ii they 
never had existed, and yet they kept the acres 
green aud tae harvests growing while the wiite 
men were iw the War. Old men, women, and 
children went info the fields. The South was 
really an organized army. During the War in 
the South all progress came to a halt, and noth- 
ing was allowed to interfere withthe War. Even 
now the South suff@rs trom war stagnation, 
from war paral vais. Nortu industry was 
never wore brisk; all the arts of peace Were 
cherished; society moved on; inventions 
were discovered; the genius of the coun- 
try was as keen as ever. We supported an 
army aud a blockadiug fleet. We never flagued 
in our industry. We kept our place as a manu- 
facturing commercial power. Cities like Chi- 
cago, New York, San Francisco grew and grew, 
winle Savannah and New Orleans ana Churles- 
ton lanvuished. We not ouly sustamed our 
part intbe War, but all that was required for 
peace. In spite of all the drain upon the re. 
sources of the North, we were more prosperous, 
more powerful, more respected and icared by 
the nations than when the War broke out. 
Remember, as 1 have said, that we had by no 
meaus auvited North, while the South was: 
unit. We had to send troops to suppress rots 
i New York; we had enemies in our midst. In 
every Northern State there was a strong party 
avainst the War; always rejoicing over disas- 
ter, always voting to paralyze our .orees; ready 
for apy concession or surrender. ‘his 
\Copperaead) party was strong in every 
Stute—stropg enough to carry States 
like indiana, Pennsylvania, and New 
York during the War. Nothing but Mor- 
ton’s courage saved it from making Indiana a 
Rebel State, like Kentucky. This was 
the party that voted tae War was a failure 
at the time Sherman was setting 
out on his maren to the sca, at 
the very time when that great Cicneral and his 
great army were about to cover our arms with 
imperiabable renown. You can imagine the ef- 
tect such a resolution must have bad upon the 
eutbusiasm of an army, for it is a mistake to 
imagine that such things did not affect an army. 
They did affect it as I know weil. During our 
War there was scarcely a wind that came from 
tne North, from our own homes, that did not 
come laden with calumny aud disparagement. 
The Southern Generals were praised up by the 
Copperheads as models of chivairy and valor,— 
our Generals were set down as venal, incompetent, 
coarse. I am speaking now of our own people. 
Everything that our armies did was wrong, 
could have been done so much better. Kvery- 
thing that our oppouvents did was perfect. Lee 
was ademigod, Jackson wus a demigod, while 
our Geverals were brutal butchers. So it was 
in Europe. With a few exceptions here and 
there, the publicopinion of the world was against 
the North, and our own friends at home would 
often grow nervous and fault-finding with the 
army. You cannot read a file of journals in 
England of that time that did not contain some 
horrible calutnny about men in the army, and 
copied from our own journals. If we won a 
battle like Shiloh, for instance,—one of the 
most useful victories of the War, one of the 
most important in its results,—our owo papers 
set to work to belittic the victory and give the 
enemy as much advantage as possible. These 
were essential elements in a war like ours,—the 
war of afree people. I do not recite these 
things to complain especialiy. I have nothiog 
to complain about. The more foes we con- 
uered the more important was our victory. 
aving conquered, it is not for us to say any- 
thing unkind or in disparagement of our 
enemies. That is not my purpuse. I merely 
mention these po:nts in a general way, as points 
which our historians overluok, and which show 
that the North and South were not as unequal 
in force as alleged,—that the South had advaut- 
ages which we never possessed,—uand that, if we 
had a larger population than the South to draw 
from, there were probably as many living under 
our vrotection whose hearts were with the Re- 
bellion as there were iu the Confederacy itself.“ 
Your correspondent thanked the General for 
the opportunity of conversing with him on 
those interesting subjects, more than ever of 
interest now in a historical point of view, and 
thus the interview came to an end.

GEN. GRANT AUTHORIZES A OENIAL. 

Having submitted these two articles to Gen. 
Grant I bave his authority to declare that there ts 
not a shadow of foundation for either the asser- 
tions of Gen. Taylor or the iusinustions or deduc- 
tions of Mr. Welles. Gen. Grant had no confer- 
ence at any time with either Mr. Linco!n, Secretary 
Stanton, or Gen. Hallock, in which the strategy of 
the campaign of 1864 was discussed in advance. 
The battle of the Wilderness was fought on the Sth 
and 6th of May, and waen the Army Of the Potomac 
started from Culpepper on the 4th netther of those 
personages had deen informed of the route by 


wiicu he intended to move against Richmond. On. 


the contrary, both the President and Mr. Stanton 
expressly requested him not to inform them of his 
plans. On the 30th of April President Lincoin 
wrote to Grant: de particulars of your plans 
I neither know nor seek to know,” and on the Ist 
of May Grant replied: *‘Simce the promotion 
which placed me in command of ail the armies, 
and in view of the great responsibility and the 
importance of success I have been astonished at 
the readiness with which everything asxed for has 
been yielded, without even an explanation being 
asked. Ou the 26th of April Grant wrote to Hal- 
leck: My own notions about our line of march 
are entircly made up, but as circumstances beyond 
my control may change them I shall only state that 
my effort will be to bring Butler's and Meade's 
forces together. This was the firat intimation 
given by him to any member of the Government or 
to Halleck of his plan of campaign,—a _ reticence 
which, | repeat, both the President and the Secre- 
tary of War had expressly desired. Although they 
left nothivg undone to support the new General- 
in-Chief and his armies, they did not wish nor in- 
tend to be in any way responsible for his strategy. 

It may not be amiss here to state that the firet 
chapter of an unpublished volume by me, the 
plates of which have been for five years in the 
hands of my publishers in New York, and which 
cannot, therefore, have been suggested by Gen. 
Taylor's article, contains the identical statement 
now made, then as now, on the authority of Gen. 
Grant. 

HOW GRANT KEPT HIS OWN COUNSEL. 

Mr. Welles. however, while discrediting the as- 
sertion that President Lincoln was present at such 
aninterview as Gen. Taylor describes, argues, 
without offering & particle of proof, that.a meet- 
ing of the same character occurred between Gen. 
Grant, and Secretary Stanton, aad Gen. Halleck, 
Several interviews between those three officers of 
the Government did indeed take place between the 
time when Grant became Commander-in-Chief and 
the beuluning of the Rapidan campaign; but in no 
one of them was there any revelation made of 
Graut's plan; they were confined to discussions in 
regard to the organization of the armies, the ap- 
pointment of Sherman, Sheridan, and other prom- 
nent Commanders, and similar administrative /de- 
tas. Indeed, so absolute was the secrecy pre- 
served by Grant, that neither Halleck bor Burn- 
side was informed of the destinatiou of Burnside's 
command until a day or two before the opening of 
the cainpaign. 

GRANT S STRATECY. 

Of course Mr. Welles’ comments on Grant's 
hearticssness, as well as his disquisitions on the 
strategy on the national General. fall to the ground 
when the statemenis on which. they are based are 
shown to be without foundation; bat I may per- 
haps ve allowed one word avout the strategy. 
Grant was from the first in favor of moving his 
main army overland; he was convinced that the 
prime necessity for bim was to conquer Lee, and 
the further frum Richmond he fougat the Rebels 
the worse it would be for them if they lost; but 
and this bis detractors keep studiously out of sight 

~he aiso did what he has been so often censurcd 
for not doing e sent au army of 30,000 mea up 
th: James, while he fought Lee—a force amply suf- 
ucient to have taken Richmond, which bad been 
left almost unguarded. He thus adopted the very 
route which, it is said, be failed to appreciate, and 
by his own udvance agaist Lee added greatly to 
tue provabilities of the success of Butlers army. 
for he crew off the troops which otherwise would 
have detended the Rebel Capital. Had the Army of 
the James veen successful, Richmond would have 
fallen while Graut was fighting Lee. 

TUB INTRIGUE AGAINST STANTON. 

But the former Secretary of tue Navy also delib- 
erately asserted that when Gen. Tavlor went to 
Washington. after the close of the War, Grant en- 
tered into a cabal with the just-purdoned Rebel to 
procure the removal of Stanion as dsecrotary of 
War and his own appointment to that place. This 
s the language of the late Secretary: 

When Gen. Taylor came to Wasalugton, after the 
War, there was a invvement ia Which, l am informed, 
he participated. for the removal of Mr. Stanton and the 
appointment of Gen. Grant to be Secretary of War. 
‘Lis change, which tinally took place at a later period, 
Was in ita inceptiva a matter of coucert, or of assent, 
on the part of both the Generais. I was not advised of 
that attempt nor party wit; knew nothing of it until 
ufter its tallure; but, to quote the words of Gen. Tay- 
lor, ** this iaformation came to ne well authenticated, 
and I have no douot of its correctness.” 

GRANT AUTHORIZES A DENIAL OF THE 
TRIGUB. 

I have again the authority of Gen. Grant to deny 
this statement in full and in every particular, 
idea of his supplaating Stanton was never broached 
to him directly or indirectly by Gen. Taylor or any 
one else, and never entered his mind until. in 
1807, Mr. Johnson himself proposed the change, 
in which Grant at once and repeatedly refused to 
acdquiesce. When the President insisted the Gen- 
cral-in-Chief suggested other names tor the piace, 
among them that of Gen. J. D. Cox, of Ohio. 
Finally, however, in order to prevent the appoint- 
ment of some one obnoxious to Congress and the 
nation, he accepted the position; but immediately, 
and in person, notified Mr. Stanton of his action 
and its object, and received his entire approval. 
It is well known that Grant's final breach with Mr. 
Johnson was occasioned by his refusal to retain 
the office when he believed that the law gave Mr. 
Stanton a right to resume it. 

GRANT'S RELATIONS WITH STANTON. 

The letter from Gen. Grant to Mr. Lincoln, of 
May 1, 1831. already quoted, contuins these 
words: From my first entrance into the vol- 
unteer service of the country to the present day I 
have never had any cause of complaint avainst the 
Administration or the Secretary of War. for throw- 
ing any embarrassment in the way of vigorously 
pr — what appeared to be my duty. It is 
a matter of history tnatthe two men were in per- 
fect accord, not only during the War, but after- 
ward in the long dispute with Mr. Johnson. I was 
myself present in June, 1568, when Mr. Stanton 
came in haste, and, literally out of breath, to tue 
headquarters of the urmies, to be the first to an- 
nounce to Gen. Grant his nomination for the 
Presidency, and not many weeks before Mr. 
Stanton’s death Gen. Grant, then President, went 
in person to the ex-Secretary’s house te offer him 
the appointment of Judge of the Supreme Court, 
which Mr. Stanton with evident gratiiication ac- 
cepted. Those who sat with that great statesman 
in the same Cabinet very well knew that he would 
never have accepted such an appointment from the 
man woo had intrigued to supplant him; and not 
only they, but the whole country, North and 
South, knew, as it knows now, whether Gen. 
Grant within a year or six months after the close 
of the War was lixely to engage in such an intrigue 
with a Rebel Gencral. I am, sir, very reapect-

CARDINAL M’CLOSKEY.

SUPPLYING FRANCE WITH 
FOOD.

Provisions—Fresh Meat from America a 
New Article of Export to France. 
New York Tribune, May 23. 

From the reports of Consul Bridgiand, at 
Havre, to the Department of State at Wash- 
ington, it appears tnat there is a growing de- 
mapd for American provisions in France, and 
that there is a prospect ot this new trade devel- 
oping and becoming as profitable as the trade 
with Engiand has proved. During January and 
February the exports of wheat were much 
larger than for the same months last year; of 
corn, 69,332 bushels were sent to France, which 
amount was nearly double the quantity sent a 
year ago. As maize has been brought into gen- 
cral use and taken the place of oats aud other 
food ior horses to a great extent, with 
the great tramway and cab compa- 
nies of France, the increase in ship- 
ments has becn more than six to one 
during March aud April, 425,005 bushels ot corn 
having been shipped to France. Of wheat there 
wasa total shipment of 750,889 bushels to 
France during March and April, nearly hali, or 
385,500 bushels, going to Bordeaux fur distribu- 
tion. The principal exports ot provisious to 
France are lard, bacoa and tallow, although 
pork and bee are also shipped in large quanti- 
ties. Of bacor the exports fave been doubled 
during March and April over the corresponding 
months of last year, the total amount being 
12,241,150 pounds. The exports of lard amount- 
ing to 9,656,020 pounds, are nearly treble those 
of a year ago. Of tallow, during the same time, 
the shipments aggregated 1,036,340 pounds. 
Of these exportsa large percentage goes to 
Koucn, woich until last year was scarcely Known 
to exporters of grain,and provisions, as they 
sent very littie there. 

The shipment of fresh beef is also an impor- 
tant item in American exports to France. Tae 
refrigerating chambers for fresh meat recently 
iitted in the steamships Amerique and Labrador 
of the Frepch line have increased the demand 
tor this article materially. Tue Urst shipment 
reached Havre last November on board of the 
Labrador, aud up to the close of February 373,- 
630 pounds of fresh beef and mutton bad been 
shipped to Havre on the two steamers from the 
United States, mostly destined for consumption 
in Paris. The Amerique having been withdrawn 
fortwo tripe to take passeugers from South 
Amcrica to the Paris Exposition, leaves the 
Labrador as the only vessel to transport fresh 
beef to Frauce. lu the last two trips she has 
taken 583 quarters of beef and 35 carcasses of 
sheep, equal to 104,628 pounds, making an ag- 
gregate since November last of 487,308 pounds 
of fresb meat. Besides the above principal 
articles of export, hams and Aoois are coming in 
demand, aud American shippers are looking in 
that direction for a growing trade.

France for many years has been a com- 
petitor of ours to some extent in feeding 
the British ; but latterly she has not raised 
food enough to supply the wants of her own 
people, and has begun to import from this 
country. The reports of our Consul at Havre 
show a steadily-increasing demand for Amer- 
ican provisions in France, and two steamers, 
which have been fitted up with refrigerating 
chambers, have taken to that country in the 
last six months half a million pounds of 
fresh meat. During March and April 750, 
898 bushels of our wheat was landed at 
Havre, and 425,000 bushels of corn, besides 
69,332 bushels of oats during April. But 
the great trade is in bacon, lard, tallow, 
beef, butter, and cheese. 


THE ARMY BILL. 

A majority of the House of Representa- 
tives has so manipulated the Army bill that, 
instead of becoming an expenditure of mon- 
ey for the national defense, it becomes a 
source of national danger. The army has to 
watch the southern boundary along the Mex- 
ican border, not only to prevent the invasion 
of our soil by Mexican thieves, but to pre- 
serve the peace, Mexico being helpless. In 
like manner, the army has to watch the Can- 


_adian boundary, over which at any moment 


a well-appointed and very numerous organi- 
zation of hostile Indians may at any time 
come to massacre the settlers, if not the 
small garrisons at the forts. The entire In- 
dian country, including distant Oregon and 
Washington, have to be garrisoned to pre- 
vent war; and now this bill passed by the 
House transfers the entire Indian Bu- 
rean to the War Department, and 
places the Indians under the control 
and care of the army. The army has now a 
nominal strength of 25,000 men; this bill 
reduces it to 20,000, including all branches 
of the service, Anarmyof 20,000 un paper 
leaves an effective force of not exceeding 
15,000 men, and this is the entire number of 
national troops allowed by the House of 
Representatives. A strong effort was made 
to reduce even the authorized force to 
15,000, and this was only defeated by the 
votes of ten or fifteen Democrats who dif- 
fered from their party. But, in order to ren- 
der the army as powerless as possible, the 
Democratic House inserted in the bill a pro- 
viso prohibiting (under penalties of fine and 
imprisonment) the employment of any part 
of the army as a Federal posse comitatus or 
otherwise, under pretext or for the purpose 
of executing the laws, except in such cases 
and under such circumstances as such em- 


ized by act of Congress. 

Under this prohibition the Government 
will not be able to furnish United States 
Marshals with armed men to arrest smug- 
glers, or persons carrying on illicit distilla- 
tion of spirits, or counterfeiting, or carrying 
on any violations of the laws of the United 
States. Under this law the President will 
be prohibited from ordering troops into any 
State, when requested by the State Govern- 
ment, to enable that State to suppress do- 
mestic violence and insurrection. This is 
an appeal by the Democratic party to the 
Communists who carry the red flag. Itis a 
promise to them that if they shall undertake 
to burn mills and factories, seize railroads, 
stop travel and the transportation of mer- 
chandise, violently depose municipal gov- 
ernments, and possess themselves of private 
and public property, the President nor 
the General of the armies shall not, 
when requested by the State Government, 
furnish a company of soldiers to preserve 
the peace, or aid the State anthorities in 
maintaining the State law and the State 
authority. It is a declaration of immunity 
to criminals of all classes. All over the 
Southern States there is a system of secret 
distillation of spirits. Thisis carried on in 
the mountain districts, and each establish- 
ment 1s guarded by armed and desperate 
nen. The Marshals are unable to make 
arrests, or break up the business without the 
aid of armed support. The moonshiners,” 
as these people arecalled, had more friends 
in the Democratic House than had the law, 
or the revenue, or an honest administration 
of authority; so the President was pro- 
hibited from permitting a Marshal to take 
with him a squad of soldiers to break up an 
illicit distillery, or seize a gang of counter- 
feiters or smugglers. If the officer cannot 
do this unarmed, then he is to let crime go 
untouched and the procestes of the law 
unexecuted. 

Twenty years ago there was on the statutes 
a Democratic law which authorized any white 
man to apply to any United States Commis 
sioner for a warrant to arrest any colored man, 
woman, or child upon the charge of being a 
slave; and the warrant was issued as a mat- 
ter of right, and, placed in the hands of the 
Marshal, he was directed to seize the negro, 
and to use whatever force he might deem 
necessary, calling upon the military of the 
United States to furnish him with the force 
to put the law, the power, and the Govern- 
ment of the State at deflance. For this pur- 
pose the navy furnished on one occasion a 
force of armed sailors and marines that held 
Boston in possession in order to execute 
a warrant for the return’ of a negro 
to slavery. For this purpose troops 
were on various occasions employed to cap- 
ture human beings and return them to slav- 
ery. It was the Democratic doctrine for half 
a century that the Government of the United 
States should send its troops into any State, 
to be employed by the Marshal as a posse 
to enable him to execute the orders and de- 
crees of the United States Courts, especially 
if the State authorities objected, and particu- 
larly if the object was to return a human be- 
ing to slavery. The member who, in those 
days, would have proposed in Congress to in- 
clude in the Army bill a prohibition of the 
use of troops to execute the Fugitive-Slave 
law would have been expelled by the Demo- 
erates for proposing treason. 

This Democratic army prohibition not only 
cripples the execution of the law, and the ex- 
ecution of the decrees and orders of the United 
States Courts, but it grants immunity to all 
crime. It isa direct invitation to another 
general seizure of the railways, and to a gen- 
eral resort to force by the Communists. It is 
a notice to them that they can go ahead and 
fight the militia to their hearts’ content, be- 
cause no United States troops will be per- 
mitted to interfere; that the constitutional 
guarantee that when requested by a State 
Government military aid shall be furnished 
to suppress domestic violence and insurrec- 
tion is suspended, the Constitution itself 
abolished, and the command of the army

gress of protection. If a mob should, after 
this law, assail the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and do personal violence to 
the Speaker or members, there would be no 
power anywhere to protect that body or to 
disperse the rioters. The Sergeant-at-Arms 
and the Marshal, with no force but a posse 
of civilians, would be utterly powerless 
either to arrest the rioters or protect the 
members of the House. No military could 
be employed, and the mob would have un- 
checked control of the National Capital, pro- 
tected in their possession by the prohibitions 
of the Democratic Army bill. 

It is to be hoped that the Senate will have 
the courage and manliness to show the 
country, by a unanimous vote, that that 
body has no sympathy m the revolutionary 
and criminal action by the House; and that 
the ranks of the army be ref§pred, and 
that this appeal and promise to Communism 
be stricken from the bill as too contemptible 
and disgraceful to be permitted to stain the 
statute-book. 

STEPHENS’ MANLY LETTER. 

As we expected, Porrer’s letter to a 
““sympathizing friend” bas brought a 
hornets’ nest about his ears. Intended to 
deceive the public, it only made the revolu- 
tionary designs of the Congressional cabal 
the more apparent. The conservative ele- 
ment of the Democratic party has taken the 
Yesterday Judge Key, who has 
never abated his loyalty to the Democrats, 
addressed a letter to the Southern people 
calling upon them to repudiate the programme 
of the revolutionists, even if it should 
become necessary to abandon the Demo- 
cratic candidates and act with the Repub- 
licans in order to insure such a result. To- 
day the venerable ALAN DEA H. StTepuens, 
whose Democracy has never been called in 
question, and whose experience renders 
his predictions prophetic, issues another 
appeal to Democrats of the entire country to 
cut loose from the men who are seeking to 
betray them into an unlawful act, certain 
to be followed by anarchy. We print 
his letter elsewhere. He denounces the 
whole proceeding as most unwise, most 
unfortunate, and most mischievous,” and 
says that nothing short of an immediate, 
general, and firm concert of action of the 
law-and-order abiding people of all parties, 
Republicans and Democrats, throughout the 
Union, can arrest the most fearful conse- 


quences.” 


Mr, Stzprens’ letter was called out prima- 
rily by statements in Porrer’s letter, in 
which the latter endeavored to explain away 
the summary and unfair refusal to hear Mr. 
Srepnens for five minutes on one of the 
days when the Democratic majority was 
railroading through the Porr resolution 
and insisting upon shutting out the Haz 
amendment. Mr. Stepsens furnishes the true 
explanation. He had previously written 
from a sick bed to Porrer, in which he 
had pointed out the unfairness and im- 
policy of the one-sided investigation pro- 
posed, and had notified Porrzr that 
he would oppose such a scheme if able to 
appear in the House. This letter Porrzr 
showed to his co-conspirators, and they de- 
termined that Srzepuzns should not be 
heard. When the old Democratic veteran 
rose to speak, he was hooted down, and Por- 
TER stood by the bulldozers. By suppressing 
this fact, Porrer has convicted himself of 
baseness, not merely because he had pre- 
viously treated Mr. Sreparns unfairly, but 
by virtual misrepresentation in his letter, in 
which he concealed the fact of having been 
previously informed of Mr. Srermens’ pur- 
pose. The incident is important as indicat- 
ing the desperation of the cabal; and the 
unscrupulous methods to which they were 
and are ready to resort in order to carry out 
their designs. 

Mr. Strepuens riddles other positions taken 
by Porrsr on the floor and in his public let- 
ter. He shows the absurdity of Porrrer’s 
pretended reason for excluding the Harz 
resolution on the ground that it was not 
„ germane to the matter in hand. Mr. 
Strepnens, hke most honest men, conceive 
all frauds to belong to the same family and 
to be of the same character, and he 1s not so 
much of a partisan as to maintain that a 
fraudulent count in Oregon, because Demo- 
cratic, is not as germane to an investigation 
of frauds as a fraudulent count in Louisiana 
or Florida which was Republican. To Por- 
TER’s plea, that the HALx resolution contained 
recitals to which the Democrats could not 
assent, Mr. SrzpHens replies that both 
resolutions contained charges, and there 
would be no assent to either in admitting 
these charges for investigation. Finally, Mr. 
STEPHENS cannot understand why, i PorrzR 
be honest in disavowing a purpose to disturb 
President Hayes, he did not allow Casry 
Youne’s amendment to go in, which 
distinctly stated that the President 
should not be disturbed in a title constitu- 
tionally settled by the preceding Congress. 
The true explanation is, that Porrer is 
not honest in such a profession, as he him- 
self has confessed by a pointed reference to 
the adoption of a quo warranto statute, which 
would be as revolutionary a proceeding as a 
mere resolution deposing Har ES.

If the verdict is permitted to stand as it is 
at present, it will destroy the principle of 
arbitration. It is made in manifest violation 
of the spirit of all such proceedings. Cer- 
tain plain questions were submitted to the 
Commission for adjustment. As Mr. Evarrs 
showed in his able discussion of the subject, 
these questions were surrounded by limita- 
tions before the submission was made. Thus 
the American Commissioners at Geneva esti- 
mated the value of the inshore Oanadian 
fisheries enjoyed by Americans to be not 
more than $1,000,000 for a perpetual right. 
This estimate made no account of the con- 
cession of the right of free importation of 
Oanadian fish and fish-oil into the United 
States, which was admitted by both sides to 
be a very valuable privilege. The Halifax 
Commission was us confined by the terms of 
the submission, as evidenced in the declara- 
tions of one of the parties to it, to a consid- 
eration of the difference in value between 
the American catch inshore in Canadian 
waters and the Canadian catch on the 
American coast and the gains by the remis- 
sion of American duties. The extreme 
award that could honestly have been 
made was .$1,000,000 for a perpetual 
right, counting the catch and the re- 
mission of duties as worthless; but, if 
the remission was valuable, the award should 
have been the difference between this value 
and $1,000,000, one way or the other. The 
Commission disregarded these terms alto- 
gether, and ascertained the benefits derived 
by the Americans from fisheries outside of 
the purview of the arbitration, while it re- 
fused to estimate the value of the right of 
importation, which was within the scope of 
the investigation. 

The proper way to. correct an injustice of 
this flagrant kind is to repudiate it alto- 
gether. Congress should pointedly refuse 
to vote the sum awarded. Such a vote 
would be notice to Great Britain, Canada, 
Belgium, and all other nations interested in 
procuring corrupt arbitrations, that there is 
one Government, at least, which will not 
submit to be cheated in this base and dis- 
reputable manner. 


ATTITUDE OF SOUTHERN DEMOCRATS. 

There is one contingency which does not 
seem to have occurred to the Northern Dem- 
ocratic demagogues in their conspiracy to 
Mexicanize the Government, and that is, 
that they may be reckoning without their 
host in counting upon the Southern Demo- 
crats to support their revolutionary schemes. 
The indications of Southern discontent with 
the Porrer crowd grow stronger and loud- 
er, and more than ond Southern paper is giv- 
ing very emphatic voice to the disappointment 
felt by the South over its treatment by the 
Northern Democracy. The Vicksburg Her- 
ald, one of the most radical of Southern 
journals, in a recent issue speaks out very 
boldiy, and affirms with indignant emphasis 
that the South will no longer consent to be 
used as a catspaw, unless it has some of the 
chestnuts.” Says the Herald, concerning 
these Northern demagogues: They have 
shown much more anxiety to prepare for 
future success, with themselves in the 
lead, than they have to give our section the 
least bit of justice. Just at the time when 
the South wants something done towards its 
development, it finds there has grown up 
among them a very strange anti-subsidy 
feeling,” and that, ‘‘ after the North has re- 
ceived inestimable benefits in this way, it is 
suddenly discovered that the principle is 
very wrong.” The Herald hits these dema- 
gogues another hard, solid blow in 4a vital 
place. It tells them quite plainly that the 
South is getting tired of their apprehensions 
that the South may commit some error, and 
says, in this connection : 


Some of the Northern Democrats have abused us 
roundly for our pacific action in the matter of the 
decision of the Presidentiai question, and the bal- 
ance of them take it outin giving us advice but no 
help. When we were suffering from negro rule, 
they advised us to be guiet, and now that we ask 
a little fair-play in the matter of Governmental 
aid, they advise us to be quiet. The Northern 
Democrat seems to think that the only political 
business the Southern Democrats should engage in 
is to be quiet and vute for Nurthern Democrats at 
every national election. In our opinion, this will 
not answer in the South much longer. The Soath 
is conservative, and cares nothing for national po- 
sitions. She is willing that our fmends in the 
North shall have all these, but when she asks for 
what all the world knows to be reasonable and 
just, she doesn't want to be snubbed and given a 
dose of advice. 

This is not a very encouraging outlook for 
the conspirators, who, in order to carry out 
their revolutionary plottings, mus? rely upon 
a Solid South. There is still another con- 
tingency which is not so remote as the one 
to which we have alluded, and Postmaster- 
General Key in his letter to the South very 
aptly covers this contingency in the follow- 
ing extract: 

Remembering the encouragement which the 
Nortnern Democrats in 1860 and 1861 extended to 
the Southern States to secede, and the manner in 
which their promises of aid and comfort were fu)- 
filled, can the Southern people afford to join this 
revolutionary movement with the certainty when 
the inevitable hour of peril comes they will again 
be left unassisted and alone to meet the storm from 
the North, once more united by this attempt to 


revive an issue whose settlement was forced by 
public opinion upon an unwilling Congress! 


Such a reminiscence as this, coming from a 
Democrat and an ex-Confederate, will carry 
great weight with it in the South. Post- 
master-General Key comes from a State 
which is very conservative. Its people, its 
parties, its prominent papers, like those 
in Nashville, Chattanooga, and Mem- 
phis, do not act impulsively, and 
they have been measuring these Porrenr- 
Tux demagogues for some time past, and 
have not displayed any remarkable degree 
of sympathy with their revolutionary course. 
Tennessee, bordering as it does upon eight 
Southern States, is the keystone of the 
Southern arch. If they cannot control that 
State, if it refuses to be dragged into the 
civil war which is sure to result if the con- 
spiracy of the Northern Greasers is carried 
out, they will rush upon certain defeat. The 
conservative influence of that State alone 
is a barrier they will find it impossible 
to pass. The warning of Judge Key is a 
timely one, and will recall to the 
Southern people how ignominiously these 
Northern Copperheads, after egging them 
into resistance to the Government, aban- 
doned them to their fate. It is a warning 
which will not only have a healthy influence 
in Tennessee, but in the States further 
south. They have nothing to hope 
from Titpen or his faction. If they 
expect subsidies or the payment of 
claims, they have only to look to his cam- 
paign declaration that, in case he were elect- 
ed, none of these claims should be allowed. 
If they are rash enough to expect any help 
from the Greasers in case of another civil 
war, they have only to recall the cowardly 
retreat of these fellows in 1861, after encour- 
oging them into rebellion. The letter of Judge 
Key, the declaration of such an influential 
paperas the Vicksburg Herald, that these 
demagogues are showing too much “ anxiety 
for future success with themselves at the 
head,” the conservative utterances of other

the country peace and tranquillity. With a 
united North, and the desire of the whole 
people for the restoration of commercial 
prosperity and political order, these in- 
famous scoundrels may yet be thwarted, and 
at the next election find themselves retired 
from public office by their indignant and 
fnisrepresented constituents. 


EFFECT OF THE “FORT BILL.” 

The passage by the Senate of the Fort 
Qurrency bill, which now only awaits the 
signature of the President to become a law, 
constitutes one of the most important pieces 
of legislation adopted by the present Con- 
gress. Itis notable that the bill passed the 
Senate by almost the identical vote given to 
the Silver bil),—those voting affirmatively 
for the one voting affirmatively for 
the other, and those voting in the nega- 
tive on the Silver bill also voting in the 
negative on the Currency bill. The only ex- 
ception we have remarked is that of Mr. 
Brains. Bram voted against the Silver 
bill but for the Currency bill; Lamar, who 
voted against the remonetization of silver, 
was absent and not paired. The pairs in- 
dicate the same relative sentiment, and the 
coincidence is carried out by the fact that 
Forr is the author of both these successful 
measures. The text of the bill is as fol- 


lows: 

Be it enacted, etc., That from and after the 
passage of this act it shall not be lawful for the 
Secretary of the Treasury. or other officer under 
him, to cancel or retire any more of the United 
States legai-tender notes: and when any of said 
notes muy be redeemed or be received into the Treas- 
ury under any law from any source whatever, and 
shail belong to the United States, they shall not be 
retired, canceled, or destroyed, but they enall be 
reissued, and paid out again, and kept in cireula- 
tion: provided, nothing herein shail prohibit the 
cancellation and destruction of mutilated notes, 
and the issue of other notes of like denomination 
in their stead, as now provided, All acts ana ey 
of acts in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 


The first important influence of the pas- 


sage of this bill is that it probably marks the 
cessation of currency-tinkering by the pres- 
ent Congress. It is in the nature of a com- 
promise between the ultra Resumptionists, 
who hold that there can be no actual re- 
sumption without actual retirement and 
cancellation of the greenbacks, and the 
ultra Greenbackers, who hold that there 
should be no resumption whatever. 
bill takes a middle ground. It stops the 
process of contraction at the point now 
reached, but does not authorize an increase 
in the volume of greenbacks. It also pro- 
vides for the reissue of greenbacks after 
redemption, and thus removes the great 
bugbear of the Greenbackers. If the two 
extreme factions keep good faith, this-law 
will prevent all future efforts on either side 
to defeat the realization of resumption Jan. 
1, 1879, on Secretary Suzrman’s plan. 

The second important influence of the law 
is that it denotes the opening of a new era 
of genuine expansion of the money resuvurces 
of the country without a resort to the fallacy 
of inflating or debasing the currency by new 
issues of irredeemable notes. The law de- 
prives the Secretary of the Treasury of a 
dangerous privilege of hoarding greenbacks 
for a time, only to rush them upon the mar- 
ket when it shall seem good to him, but 
maintains, so far as Government notes are 
concerned, an equal volume of money con- 
stantly at the disposition of the people. 
There will be neither contraction nor infla- 
tion of Government notes in the future, but 
a certain fixed amount which, after resump- 
tion, will have an invariable value gauged by 
specie. | : 

The expansion we have alluded to will 
come from the enlargement of the bank 
issues and the contributions of gold and sil- 
ver from the mints. The Free- Banking law, 
which enables an indefinite issue of circulat- 
ing notes, is still in operation, with the dif- 
ference that a ‘new issue of bank-notes will 
no longer require the reduction of green- 
backs in proportion of $80 of greenbacks re- 
tired for every $100 of banhk-notes newly is- 
sued. The new issues of bank-notes will be 
governed entirely by the demands of trade, 
though they may be accelerated by relieving 
the National Banks of the War taxes 
and requiring a security in United 
States bonds of only a par value 
with the notes issued. But the new 
bank-issnes will not be the only 
element of expansion; the new specie pro- 
duced by the American mines, amounting to 
590.000, 000 or $100,000,000 a year, will also 
be added to the stock of money in the event 
of resumption. All men who believe in ex- 
pansion as one measure of relief for the hard 
times will consult their own interests, there- 
fore, by demanding that the Resumption law 
shall now be left to work out its own destiny. 

The status of the national finances, under 
the law as it stands, is about as follows: The 
total volume of greenbacks, limited by law 
of Congress and the Supreme Court’s con- 
struction thereof, was 8400, 000, 000. A pro- 
cegs of contraction was begun by Secretary 
McCuttoca after the War, under au- 
thority of Congress, and went on till the 
volume outstanding was reduced to about 
$356,000,000. It stood at about this figure 
for five years before the panic. The then 
Secretary of the Treasury, under the pres- 
sure of certain Wall street influences, reissued 
about $18,000,000 of the greenbacks that 
had been retired, and the volume outstand- 
ing at the time the Resumption act was 
passed was about $374,000,000. Under the 
operation of the Resumption law, the green- 
backs have been reduced to about $346,000,- 
000, and there they must now stand. The 
increase of National Bank notes has averaged 
about a million and a half a month, so it is 
safe to estimate that another year will add 
at least $20,000,000 of notes, During the 
same time $40,000,000 of legal-tender silver 
will be contributed by the mints, and the 
yield of new gold will not be less than 
$50,000,000. There will then be $110,000,- 
000 more money in circulation June 1, 
1879, than on June 1, 1878, besides the 
immense stock of gold withdrawn from the 
vaults and bed-ticks by actual resumption. 
Resumption, therefore, is the right road to 
genuine expansion, and the Greenbackers 
will stand in their own light by further op. 
position to its accomplishment.

The Rev. Clinton Locke, from the Committee 
on Church Legislation, to which had been re- 
ferred that portion of the Bishop’s address re- 
lating to provincial confederation, reported that 
no change in the constitution or canons could 
be made at this Convention, except to complete 
the legislation regarding the election of deputies 
tothe General Convention; also, that the pro- 

amendment to Art. XIX. be not adopt- 
ed; also, that the Convention adopt the resolu- 
tion designed to provide for the appointment of 
a cenmitice from each diocese to meet soon 
afterthe consecration of the new Bishop of 
Springfield, in order to deliberate upon and sug- 
gest a plan of provisional confederation for the 
three s of Lilinajs. 

The report was voted upon, clause by ciause. 
The first recommendation was adopted without 


discussion. 

Mr. W. F. Whitehouse opposed the second 
cause of the report. To his own knowledge 
the recommendation contained in that clause 
did not meet the approbation of all the members 
athe Committee. Chancellor Judd was op- 

to it, and, though be was not presen* at 
Convention, his Views ought to be regarded.

Second—That an evangelist be appointed by 
the Bishop to perform nis min‘strations under 
the Bishop’s directions. 
Third—That laymen of good repute and 
Cirstian qualificatious be admitted to the 
permanent diaconate, which action, in the 
opinion of the Committee, would doubie the 
active working force of the diocese, and, by the 
introduction of lay orders, bring into service 
many available earnest Christian men not now 
in the field of active Christian labor. 
Fourth—That the sum pledged annually for 
diocesan missions be made adequate for the 
‘oy of the proposed laborers. 
he Rev. H. C. Kinney was opposed to the 
Svetem of lay readers, as proposed in the re- 
port. They were not usually evcjesiastically 
educated men, gud their teachings could not be 
ofa kind to be altogether desired. The ad 
Mission of laymen to this almost ministeria 
service would open the way for them iuto the 


The Kev. H. G. Perry said that theoretically 
he was in harmony with the views expressed by 
When he 
Wasa younger mau he had thought very much 
as Mf. Kinney did now, but as be had grown 
older he had become more practical. He bad 
been assisted on one occasion by two lav- 
readers, and his observation uf the work at that 
time had convinced him that lay work was pro- 
ductive of rauch good. 

The Rev. Richard Sweet seid that in farming 
districts and regions ot scattered populations, 
lay work was almost indispensable, as ho Rector 
could cover the ground alone. 

The Rey. Mr. Snyder moped to adopt the re-

The Trustees of the Diocese were then 
re-elected. X 

THE CHENEY CASE. 

The Hon. S. Cormng Judd, Chancellor of the 
Diocese, related the adverse decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the Cheney case, and the peti- 
tition for a rehearing, giving reasons why the 
petition should be granted. 

Mr. Henry Keep said that Christ. Church had 
been sold under a mortgage, and even if the 
suit were ultimately won, the property could 
not be gotten, and the suit would only show an 
abstract legal principle. Tne diocese was too 
poor to indulge in legal luxuries, and he moved 
that the Standing Committee of the Diocese be 
instructed to incur no additional expense in 
prosecuting this tawsuit. 

Some discussion followed, when Mr. Keep re- 
duced his resolution to writing, as follows: 

Itesolved, That the Standing Committee be di- 
rected to appropriate no more morey from the dio- 
cesan funds in prosecuting or paying costs or ex- 
penses in the laweuit relating to Chriet Church. 
Chicago, as there is no money belonging to that 
fund availabie for that purpose, and the whole 
amount is required for the support of the Bishop. 

ELECTIONS. 

The Standing Committee was then cansti- 
tuted as follows: The Rev. 8. 8. Harris, the 
Rev. Clinton Locke, Dr. Ludlam, F. B. Pea- 
body, W. K. Ackerman, Emery Cobb: 

The Committee on Missions was appointed as 
follows: The Revs.

The election of Registrar was then proceeded 
with.

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CRIME. 
THE COAL-CREEK MASSACRE.

Covineton, Ind., May 20.—The trial of the 
Coal-Creek Mollie Maguires was resumed this 
morning, the defense opening with their evi- 
dence. John Murphy, one of the indicted, and 
the person whom Rebecca Parks swore she saw 
shoot Philip Cozzens in the neck with a revoly- 
er, was the first placed on the stand, and testi 
fied in substance as follows: I keep a saloon 
and grocery store close to Vandevere’s saloon; 
was not out of my place from 8 in the evening 
till 2 ſu the morning; when the firing began 
was in the act of going up-stairs; did not come 
down till the firing was all over; had 
no trouble with Cozzens; was on friendly 
terms with him; sold him a sack of flour on 
credit; he owed then $6. His testimony was 
corroborated by his father-in-law and his 
brother-in-law, also by another man who could 
see in the store; saw him take the lamp off the 
counter just before the firing began. The bal- 
auce of the forenoon was taken up in endeavor- 
ing to establish an alibi for Patrick Mabon, 
which, if successfully done, would have gone 
far to destroy the credibility of Rebecca Parks’ 
testimony, who is the strongest witness 
for the State. Owen McKinney was 
the next person put upon the stand 
and he testified that, before an 
along time after the shooting of Cozzens, he 
was iu George Meitzler’s house in gg ery with 
Mrs. Meitzler and two youag girls; that he did 
not participate in any manner in the killing of 
Cogzens. His testimony was substantiated 
by Lizzie McMahon avd Alice Sullivan. 

William Reynolds, another defendant, was 
placed upon the stand and endeavored to prove 
an alibi, but did not succeed so well, as he can- 
not satisfactorily account for one hour of his 
time, just when the — took place, nor was 
he corroborated fully by other witnesses, 
James Ryap, another prisoner, most signally 
failed to satisfy the jury of his whereabouts 
— at the critical moment; but John Hassan 

as more successfully shown by two disinter- 
ested witnesses that be was not outside 
his yard. Tom Lewellen was more unfortunate, 
relving entirely on his testimony to convince 
the jury that he would not harm a nigger for 
anything in the world, and, without any cor- 
roborating evidence, will hardly be able to 
make the Judge see things in the same light 
that he does. The last one for the day was 
William Geysdale, an old man of 60 years of 
age, and was identified by the negro Hopkins as 
baving fired at him and Tom Cooper when at- 
tempting their escape. Of course, he will have 
plenty to testify ior him, but the evidence will 
be taken with some grains of allowance.

It is the largest property in extent 
ever sold by auction in New England, It com- 
prises nine mills, the water-power, and gas 
works of Amesbury and Salisbury, 180 tene- 
ments, twenty-six stores, of which the rental is 
$15,000 a year, besides 200 acres of land, 8,000 
acres of reservoirs, and a magnificent water- 
power. The entire business of Amesbury 
and Salisbury may be seid to depend on 
the prosperity of this corporation. Ten years 
ago the Salisbury Mills stood at the head of the 
woolen manufacturing corvorations of the 
country. For a number of years previous it had 
been doing an immense business. The com- 
missions of Gardver, Bruner & Co., while yoo 
were eelling agents, were over $1,000,000, an 
the stockholders cousidered themselves the 
luckiest men on earth. ‘The fire of 1872, the 
panic of the following year, a change of selling 
agents and officers, and a general want of con- 
flaence among the stockbolders were ruinous, 
and the mills finally shut down a ycar ago.

THE BLACK HILLS. 


Three Recent Homicides in the 
Gold Region. 


The Latest Victim a Young Man from 
the City of Chicago. 


Arrest and Examination of the Sup- 
posed Assassin. |

DgEaDwoop, May 23.-Following swift upon 
the heels of the unfortunate killing of young 
Forbes, the wealthy mill-owner’s son, by Will- 
iam Gay, came the death of Chris Hoffman 
from a pistol-shot fired by Edward Durham. 
The former occurred at Gayville, and grew out 
of the alleged sending of an obnoxious note by 
the deceased to the wifeof Mr. Gay. The latter 
occurred in this city, on Main, the principal 
street, on a Sunday afternoon, and grew out of 
un unpaid claim of Durham against the de- 
ceased. Gay immediately surrendered to the 
officers, Durham, after placing his pistol 
against the body of the fallen and dying victim, 
and firing another fatal shot, walked boldly into 
the crowded street, ascended the steep hill north 
of town, and, as the crowd gathered in pursuit, 
turned, and, presenting his still loaded weapon, 

THREATENED THE LIFS , 

of any who should attempt his arrest. But in- 
stantly the hill-side swarmed with determined 
pursuers; he was called upon to halt and throw 
up his hands. Thishe did, but in the rignt 
hand was yet the deadly revolver; and, failing 
to throw it down with the alacrity that was 
thought desirable, a loud report rang out, the 
blood spurted from the side of his head, end he 
staggered forward into the clutches of Deputy- 
Sheriff Mahan. The wound was a slight one, 
and was made by fine shot. After he had been 
conducted to jail, a body of people, numbering 
several hundred, gathered upon the street, and 
an attempt was made to organize a force strong

From a memorandum-book found upon the 
body, the name was learned. From the records 
of the Cheyenne Stage Company, it was found 
that Lee, im company with one George W. 
Bell, had arrive the Tuesday previous. 
The (register at the Wentworth House 
showed that the two stopped two days 
at that hotel. From thence they were traced to 
a cabin a short distance above Deadwood, in 
Whitewood Guich. The two were frequently 
seen together during the week, and Bell could 
not be found. Such was the report of the of- 
ticers. This was the extent of their information 
for the time being. But , 

“MURDER WILL OUT,” 
and now came forward several parties to whom 
Beli had offered for sale or pledge a very fine 
gold watch, inscribed upon the outer case, C. 
E. Lee; and upon the interior, Presented to 
Charles E. Lee, on his 2ist birthday, Oct. 21 
1875. From his Father.” These ies had 
refused to purchase the property. The news of 
the murder had been carried to Crook 
City, nine miles distan by the out- 
genug stage-passengers. e Mr. Smith 
then stepped forward, produced the 
identical watch, and stated that he had 
bought it a few minutes previous of a young 


man representing himselfto be Lee, aud that 


the fellow was yet in town. He was accoriliig- 
iy hunted up and placed under arrest. Sheriif 
John Manning was at once informed of the ar- 
rest, aud he departed for the prisoner. 

How to escape the exasperated populace, and 
get the prisoner safely into jail, was now the diffi- 
cult question. It was announced that Sheriff 
Manuing, avoiding the highway, would bring 
him across the hills. As the hour for their ar- 
rival drew near, a thousand ‘eves scanned the 
hill-slope back of the jail-grounds, when sud- 
denly the cry sprang up the street,

and, sure enough, coming leisurely up Main 
street was Sheriff M., mounted, followed close- 
ly by a covered wagon, and this followed by au- 
other guard. Suddenly the quiet of the street 
was broken. Fiercely-excited crowds, as if by 
magic, gathered; when, see! the driver lashes 
his horses into a flerce run, the vehicle glistens 
with protruding rifles, and thus the accused was 
whirled through the surging crowa, up Main 
into Lee and Sherman streets to the jail. 

Instantly the posting, staggering horses are 
surrounded by the crowds thirsting for venge- 
ance. But the jail is silent asa tomb. Behind 
its log walls are officers who will protect their 
charge as they would themselves; and slowly, 
sullenly, the baffled, outwitted crowd dissolves. 

THE PRISONER DENIES HIS GUILT, 
and demands an examination. At the hour 
fixed for this, the Court-House is packed; the 
street is lined with people, curious to see the 
monster who could slay in cold blood the man 
who had fed him when bungry, and who gave 
him shelter when he was shelterless. 

He comes, surrounded with a numerous and 
determined guard, each 
chester and revolvers. No outbreak was, how- 
ever, attempted, and the examination closed, 
Bell being held without bail.

TESTIMONY OF THE CORONER: 

Dr. D. K. Dickenson, Coroner, sworn: Went 
upon the hill, and found a man lying dead, reclin- 
ing upon a bench of rock, He had on two pair of 
overalls. —the outer pair open, and the pocket 
turned out. Found upon the person a pocket- 
knife. two keys, giove-fastener, and memoran- 
dum-book. I turned them over to Mr. James 
Haliy. The wound was in the back part of the 
ee and ranged downward, forward, and out- 
ward. The consequence of sucha wound would 
be to cause death, I think very quickly. The 
pody was warm under the axilla and around the 
hip, I went up there about 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon of last Sunday. The rty that fired the 
shot must bave been behind deceased, and stand- 
ing upon higher ground. In the examination of 
the wound a ball was found [produced]. 

Cross-examined—JI found the body at half-past 
4. Should say the man had been dead about five or 
six hours. We thought at one time the cap was 
powder-burnt. The man could have reached 
around with his revolver and discharged the re- 
volver with his own hand. From the character of 
the ground, cap, and wound, the man might have 
inflicted the wound with his own hand. Behind 
the man's body quite a little cliff extended above 
him. The pistol that inflicted the wound must 
have been very near the head. There was a kid 
glove on his left hand, but none on his right hand. 
When I found him, one hand was lying out, the 
right crossed over the body. His head was lying to 
the west. If he had shot himself. he would have 
been no more likely to fall where he dia than in 
another place. The natural impulse fora man ro- 
ceiving an injury in front would be to fall back- 
wards; his right arm might fall in the position in 
which it was if he bad caused his own death. Lec 
must have been killed abont 11 in the forenoon. 

While the circumstances are very strong 
against the accused, yet the fact that he is 
shown to have been possessed of the watch on

As they saw 
the unsuspecting stranger approach, Crawford 
said to the other two: There comes a bloke; 
let’s him up.’’ Crawford started across the 
road, O' Boyle followed, and Gannon, more out 
of curiosity than a highwayman’s malice, brought 
up the rear. As they stood up in front of 
the unsuspecting Shanley, Crawford pulled out 
a revolver, pointed it in Shanley’s face, and 
said, “Your money, or we'll hang vou up.“ 
Shanley said, Why, boys, I've no money.” 
Quicker than a flash, the murderous Crawford 
pulled the trigver and sent a bullet crushing 
through Shanley’s brain. That was murder, 
and the evidence to be adduced would show in 
clear light the prisoner’s guilt. Gannon him- 
self would testify. It was true he had been 
tried and the jury had disagreed, but he was 
never tried for firing the shot. That was never 
pretended. He was simply tried because he 
was one of the three. The story 
would tell must car its 
own conviction with it. But there were others 
Who could and would corroborate bis story, so 
that it could never be explained away. After 
the fatal shot, all fled. O’Boyie had never 
been arrested. Morton and Gannon were.

MecGinniss, the smoke-burner man, was 
pefore the Committee on Jail and Jail Accounts 
again yesterday, trying to secure some sction on 
his claim of $800 for attaching his machine to the 
boilers in the building. He ran against the same 
old snag, —the influence of an ex-Commissioner, 
and, after some words, informed the Committee 
that he should commence suit for the amount of 
his claim at once. 


Contractor Sexton was before the Joint 
Committee on Public Buildings and Public Service 
vesterday, following up his communication of 
Monday in reference to the delays he was being 
suojected to on account of the other contractors 
on the Court-House.

CAUSE OF HIS DEATH. 

The moment that ory around town were 
acouainted with tne fact that the schedule had 
been filed. and that it showed that Mr. Covlbaugh 
had hardly anything, they reverted to his 
suicide, and began suggesting his own 
knowledge of bis approaching failure as the 
most plausible cause for the act which sent him 
into the other world. At the time he was found 
dead at the base of Douglas monument nearly 
everybody supposed that he was worth a quarter 
of a million at the least. and the hypothesis, which 
was timidly suggested, that he had kilied himself 
vecause he was in an embarrassed condition was at 
once rejected. In view of these developments, 
however, which have been binted at from time to 
time — 2 the last few months, many persons 
expressed tne belief yesterday that it was Mr. 
Coolbauch's knowledge of the fact that he could 
not keep his head abeve water much longer which 
drove him to commit suicide. He knew, said 
they, that be was involvea, and that, while he still 
would have had something left, he would have 
falieu from the prominent position which he 
occupied as a banker, and that was sometning 
which his pride could not endure. It has been sug- 
gested, since he was found dead, that he was mur- 
dered: tnaat he committed suicide because of do- 
mestic difficulties; and now, that he committed 
suicide because of business troubles. The last 
scems altogether the moat probable. 

| THE LOSS OF THE MONEY. 

As to the me in waich he had lost his money— 
as to what he did with the $200,000 which he had 
borrowed on his bank stock and other securities — 
there were several hypotheses. One was that he 
was engaged just prior to the panic of 
1873 in extensive and reckless speculations; 
that, when the panic came, it found 
bim in an awkward position, and 
that it was necessary for him to make oe! per- 
sonal sacriüces in order to sustain the bank; and 
that his private fortune never recovered from the 
efiects of the shock which it then received, when 
he extricated himself from speculations, whica, 
but for the panic, would probaoly have been profit- 
able. Another is, that, like some other people, 
especially Mr. Allen, he speculated on Wall street, 
and, like most speculators, lost. The other ex- 
planation, which is thought by many to be the cor- 
rect one, ig that his speculating was done on the 
Board of Trade here, and was chiefly in provisions. 
It is intimated that. when the provision market 
dropped so heavily during January and February 
of 1877, he was a heavy loser, being represented 

‘Change by a firm which went to the 
about that time. His note to 
Union National Bank was dated 
December of 1876, ata time when the speculation 
in meats and pork was rife; and the one to the 
New York bank, on which he borrowed a heavy 
sum, was made at about the same time. Mr. 
Coolbaugh was on very friendly and intimate 
terms with someof the operators in the provision 
market, and it is suggested that he was drawn 
into this speculation oy first making advances to 
them out of friendship, and afterwards making 
further advances to cover those which he had 
previously made, he thas going on step by step, 
betting on the losing horse, until his entire fortune 
was swept away. 

His life was insured for $100,000. of which 
850.000 was in the Equitable, $25,000 in the 
Northwestern Mutual, and $25,000 in the Mutual 
Life. Of the amount in toe Equitable. payavle 
even if he killed himself, $25, 000 was conditioned 
upon his not committing suicide witnin two years 
from the date of issue, but the two years hau ex- 
pired long before his death. This money, it is 
believed, has been paid over, and has been used 


in part for the settlement of immediats claims 


against the estate.

A TOTAL WREOK. 

After having knocked her bonnet off in the mud 
and stepped on her dress in his vain attempts to 
assist her gracefaliy into the Street- car, e TatnunE 
reporter and his fair one started last night for the 
‘*circus.”"

What was the astonishment of the aforesaid report- 
er and his ‘‘picnicing™ companion when they 
reached the scene of the late greatest show on 
earth to see no tent, no circas, no men and 
horses, no banners—nothing buta dreary waste of 
trampled saw-dust and tent-pole holes. ‘Twas 
gone. Horse, foot, and eupe had pulled 
down their vests like the Arabs and silently stolen 
away. Thoughts of the circus lemonade, and 
**double-jointed Caisforna ground- nuts, and the 
‘+ old clowu's comic songster,”’ rushed bewiider- 
ingly through the reporter's mind. Deprived of 
them all, he launched forth to see what it might 
mean. He met a man who was in the comoima- 
tion, and from him gained the following informa- 
tion: About five weeks ago Den Stone s Circus, un- 
der the management of D. W. Stone and George 
Bronson, started from New York with brilliant 
yrospects. Tue manager intended to give the pub- 
ic a ‘*circus show” as good as 
could be Ki ven. There were to be 
no sick monkeys and toothless lions for 
exhibition; no snake-s<cing; no armless men who 
write with their toes; no ** bearded ladies; no 
moustrosities, and no *‘mechanical wonders.” 
**Zulama Agra, niece of the great Prophet Zomar, 
—the beautiful Circassian lady. —was not to ve 
there to delight all behelders with exhibitions of 
those accompiishments which make the Ameri- 
can ladies the finest on the green earth. There 
was to be no hutrah. The people who com- 
posed the aggregation had repatations for unex- 
celled excellence in their particular lines of bust 
bess, and each one was billed as a star. 

The managers trusted to the reputations and 
abilities of the individual performers 
to fill the tent, and they did not advertise 
much in posters and flaming bills. The equip- 
ments of the troupe were excellent. The horses 
were fine, and the 1 of the richest 
description. A band of twenty -üve pieces was en 
aged and dressed in suits that cost $145 each. 
‘he supes were attired in broadcioth. Above 
all, the salaries promised were enormous. The 
first ten days out were marked by a continuity of 
rain aud a conseguent bad business. Thea Fore- 
paugh on one hand, the London Aggregation on 
the other, aud Cole's Circus in the rear, kept up a 
steady opposition to Stone's Ciccus, and the result 
is a financial collapse. By a concerted action on the 
part of tue three aggregations above mentioned the 
circas which has just closed its snort career was 
driven tothe wall. The performers say that tae 
reasun why Stone's Circus was singled out for 
— attack is that Stone proposed to have a mer- 
torious show in which tne performers themselves 
were to be the attraction; in which animals and 
** hurrah’ were not to play a part, and, lest per- 
formers generaily should get it into their heads 
that they were the attraction, and thereupon de- 
mand larger sdiaries, the concerted action was 
made to break down the combination. It certain- 
ly has succeeded. No salaries have been paid 
since the company took up their jour- 
— 4 and the performers are conse 
qguentiy ‘‘strapped” and away from their 
homes. They wandered around the Commercia! 
Hotei last night a disgusted lot. One might ask, 
What became of the tent and trappings? The 
answer is, that a big Constable did come. and. 
looking bloody glam,” seized upon all that per- 
tained to the show and carted it away. It is said 
that he acted under and by virtue of a writ issued 
upon a chattel- mortgage. Who held this mortgage 
cannot be ascertained, and there are suspicions 
that it was a mere stall On the part of Stone 
himself to obtain possession ofthe property in- 
cidentally, it should be mentioned that the fun-

Wit- 
ness continued bv saying that, at his first visit, he 
had asked Mr. Chapin if the pictures and draw 
ings were not untit for public view, and Mr, 
Chapin had replied that a picture ef Beecher 
might perhaps be a little loud, and 
he would have it taken away if it 
was immoral. Witness went again last Saturday 
to the saloon, and saw the same pictures which he 
had seen on his rst visit. The pictures to waich 
he ovjected were mostly in the wash-room, where 
they could not be seen from the saloon, but were 
visiple from every part of the wash-room. He saw 
agreat many young men and a great many old 
men at Chapin & Gure’s, and he had heard that it 
was a place of great resort. : 

Witness was here showm one of the pictures 
which had been seized, and he recognized it as one 
of Gilray's political caricatares. , 

In reviy to inquiries, the witness stated that he 
was furnished money wherewith to prosecute 
Chapin & Gore. He would not say who furnished 
the funds, and the Court held that point to be im- 
material. 


EUGENE HAMILTON, 

of No. 190 West Madison street. wassworn. He 
eaid that he had been a private detective for sev- 
eral years, an agent of; the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animale, and lately tn the em- 
ploy of Wünnam Snell. Ue had known Heighton, 
the prosecuting witness, about three weeks. Once 
he (the witness) had tried soliciting for the Red- 
diethbon erte, and after a few hours’ experience 
had given it up. lie was at Chapin & Gore's last 
Saturday, and had seen some pictures that he 
thought were indecent. They were in the wash- 
room. Did not think he should have seen them 
had not his attention been drawn to them. 

Detective Gallagher testified as to the seizure of 
the pictures last Saturday. He saw no objection- 
able pictures evcept those that were taken. The 
latter were in the washroom, where they could not 
be seen from the saloon. Witness had never heard 
complaints against Chapin & Gore's place. 

THE DEFENSE 
then took up their side of the question, and pnt 
Gen. McClurg, of the firm of Jansen & McClurg, 
upon the stand. He testified that the caricature 
which had been seized. was one of Uilray’s. They 
were common in large libraries, and much sougnt 
after. 

Mr. Chavin was sworn. He denied that such 
pictures as Heiguton and Hamilton had sworn 
about were in tis place last Saturday. He ex- 
plained that some of the pictures which he had 
were by local artists, and otuers by Gilray and 
Hogarth. He said that tae piciures had not been 
exhibited wita obscene intent, and had the witness 
thought that there was anythiag indecent or im- 
morul about them he would have had them taken 
away. 

Mr. Asayin his argument said that the pictures 
whieh were in evidence were not Ovscene pictures 
in themselves. ‘hey were political satires and 
caricatures. Cok Van Arman and Gen. Stiles each 
spoke, and Gen. Stiles read Sec. 223, Chap. 38, of 
the Revised Statutes, as follows:

ow, or of whom, Ur by what means. any 
of the said indecent and obscene articles, and things 
heretnbefore mentioned, cat oe purchased or ve other- 
wise obtained. vr shall manufacture, draw, and ex- 
pose, or draw with intent to sell, or tv have sold, or 
print any such articles, shall be confined in the County 
Jali not more than six months or be ned not less than 
$100 vor more than 81.00 for each offense. one-half 
of said tine to be pald t. the informer upon whose evi- 
dence the person so offending shail be convicted and 
one-half to the sechovi-tdud of the couaty in which 

e said conviction is obtained. 

The Court held that the picturés were from their 
association indecent and condemned by the statute. 
They were not exhibited, he said, fer the purpose 
of advancing acience, religion, and art, The ex- 
amination there was but preliminary, and if ue 
thought there was a probability of gailt, be was 
bound to hold the defendants over. He did think 
that there was a probability of guilt, aud he should 
fix the bonds at $500 each for appearance before 
the Criminal Court.

CROOKED WHISKY. 


The Government Pressing the Old 
Cases to Judgment. 


Ford and Junker’s Pleas of Immunity 
Iguored by the Department. 


The Mersereau Case to Come Up To- 
Day---Other Crooked Matters. 


It will be remembered that a few weeks ago 
Judges Drummond and Blodgett united in a 
letter to the Treasury Department urging the 
dismissal of the civil suits against Roelle, 
Junker & Co. and Ford, Oliver & Co., and al- 
leging as the principal reason therefor that these 
gentlemen had turned State’s evidence and ma- 
terially aided the Governnient in breaking up 
the Whisky Ring of 1875. The Washington 
authorities declined to accede to the request of 
the Judges, and notified Assistant District- 
Attorney Thomson to push the cases to judg- 
ment. In accordance with instructions, Mr. 
Thomson appeared in court yesterday tmorn- 
iug, and moved for judgment on the demurrer. 
He said that these were the casesin which im- 
‘munity had been pleaded by the defendants. 
The Government demurred to the plea, and 
the demurrer had been overruled. Application 
was then made to the Department for the re- 


lease of the whisky and other proverty seized. 
The application was denied, and the District- 


Attorney was ordered to renew the demurrer, 


Which was done. Then the claimants mace an- 
other application for the release of the vroper- 
ty. This applicatiou, he was officially informed, 
was rejected, and he was iustracted by the At- 
torney-General to proceed with the cases. Pur- 
suaut to that order, he moved for judgment 
upon the demurrer. There was no necessity for 
any argument on the question. The cases had 
been pending for three years, had) been before 
the Department three times, and all argument 
had been exhausted. 

Charles H. Iced, of counsel for the defend- 
ants, said he bad no further arguments to offer, 
aud would submit the case for decision on the 
demurrer. 

Judge Blodgett stated he would take the case 
under advisemeut, and give a decision a week 
from Saturday. 

The Washington authorities declined to al- 
low the correspondence with the Judges to be 
made public, and the latter did likewise. 

MERS SREAU. 

The next case on the docket was that of the 
United States versus 400 varrels whisky, which 
the Governmeut claim to be the property of 
Mersereau, and should be contiscated because 
of his crookedness. Ile repudiates ownership, 
and says that it belongs to one Leopard C. 
Stebbins, on whose behalf Mr. Reed asked tor 
a postponement, and at the same time suomit- 
ted the following affidavit: 

Leonard C. Stebbins, claimant of said spirits, 
being duly sworn On nis Oath, says and respectfuliy 
represents that, on or about the lst day of May, A. 
D. 1875, be bona fide purchased said spirits of 
Roswell C. Mersereau, who had manufactured said 
spirite at his distillery in the City of Chicazo, State 
of Ilimuvis; and taat the said spirits were, in ail 
respecta, regular and lawful; taxes imposed by 
law on said spirits were fully paid by eaid Merse- 
reuu in accordance with law before this affiant pur- 
chased said spirits as aforesaid; and that 
affiant believed when he made said 
purchase that the spirits were fully 
tax paid, and reguiafand lawful. This aftiant 
further says that he is informed, and verily believes 
and states the fact to be, that, on or about the 25th 
day of December, A. D. 1875, the attorneys and 
ofticers of said United States agreed with said 
Mersereau that. if be would turn State's evidence 
und become a witness for said United States in 
relation to a conspiracy before then existing in 
said City of Chicago and vicinity to defraud the 
United States of the lawful taxes on distilled 
spirits, and would, whenever required, testify 
fully, fairly, and truthfully in relation to said con- 
epiracy, then said United States would 
abandon said suit ana dismiss the same; 
aud that suld Mersereau, in accordance with said 
agreement, did thereafter turn State's evidence 
and become a witness for the United States in re- 
lation to the said conspiracy, and did in all re- 
spects keep and perform his part of the agreement 
fully, fairly and truthfully. 

Atfiant further says that paid spirits were seized 
by officers of the United “States in the month of 
August, 1875, and not before: and that after tae 
svizure this affiant gave a bond for the release of 
the spirits, and they were released; and that the 
Hon. Mark Bangs, United States District Attorney 
forthe Northern District. has heretofore recom- 
mended the comprowise and release of the spirits 
for the sum oi $100, tbe same as in the case of 
Reelle Junker & Co., and B. M. Ford, Oliver & 
Co., by reasons and because of the agreement 
made as aforesaid avout turning State's evidence. 

And taat affiant is informed, and verily believes, 
and states the fact to be, thatthe Hon. Alphonso 
Taft, the then Attorney-General of said United 
States, and the ion. Green B. Raum, the Com- 
missioner of Internal Kevenue, in the month of 
January or February, 1877. recommended the 
compromise and dismissal of said suit for the sum 
of $100, and that this case has always been treated 
and considered by the officers representing tne 
United States as being Includedin the agreement 
to turn States evidence. made with said Reoelie, 
Junker & Co., 
Others; wherefore this affiant prays that the trial 
of this cause may be postponed, and that the same 
relief may be granted in tue cases ot Roelle, Junk- 
er & Co., and B. M. Ford, and others. 

LEONARD C. STEBBINS. 

Mr. J. N. Jewett, special counsel for the 
Government, opposed the motion for postpone- 
ment, aud the case went over until this morn- 
ing. 

ILLINOIS DISTILLERY. 

A little over a year ago, Deputy-Collector 
Somerville seized the Illinow Distillery, owned 
by Ballantyne, Lawrence & Co., because an 
“overzeaious employee named Duddies had 
been in the habit of surre titiousiv removing 
from the wine-room whisky on which the tax 
had not been paid. Duddles fled to Cana la, but 
subsequently returned ou a safe conduct, with 
the hope of making his peace by squealing. IIIis 
testimony, it is understood, was ol no particular 
value, and the trade was not made. tie alter- 
wards returned to the eis of the British Lion. 
After slumbering for a year, this case has been 
placed ou the docket, and will shortly be tried. 

The only case tried before Judge Biodgett 
yesterday was that against Clifford D. and Kd- 
ward M. Taylor, charged with running an illicit 
still ou Dussold street. A fire occurred on 
the premises on the loch of April, caused by the 
stiil, and the secret contraband mauufacture 
was thus discovered. Three fermenting tubs, a 
barrel with a worm in it, and a furnace were 
captured by the Internal-Reveaue officers, and 
they considered the outfit one of the best of 
the kind that they had ever gotten 
hold of for making highwines in a small 
way. These faccs were testified to un the trial 
by the witnesses for the Government. Both 
the defeudants were put on the stand in their 
own delense, aud both stoutly averred their ig- 

-norance of the existence of anything crooked. 
Edward lived on the floor above the still, but he 
claimed be never smelt any peculiar odor, or 
thougut there was avything wrong. Clifford 
admitted he knew there was a set of apparatus 
for distilling on the premises, but did not know 
there was any crouked’ work done. The trial is 
still iu progress.
